Caribbean Rad Cross sncieties step up H1N1 response 


ORANJESTAD — In response 
to the H1N1 pandemic, Red 
Cross societies around the 
Caribbean are supporting their 
statutory health care systems 
in preparing communities to 
respond to H1N1. Thanks to 
funding from the United States 
Agency for International 
Development (USAID), Red 
Cross staff and volunteers have 
been working directly with 
community members to share 
information on how to reduce 


the transmission of the virus. 
The Red Cross has for many 
years trained Community 
Disaster Response Teams 
(CDRTs) to respond to 
emergencies whether they 
be natural disasters like 
hurricanes, earthquakes and 
floods or health emergencies 
as is the case with H1N1. 
Currently, these CDRTs are 
helping persons, particularly 
in remote and vulnerable areas 
to understand the H1N1 virus

better; its incubation period 
and the personal hygiene 
practices required to reduce 
the spread of the disease. 
To cite a few concrete 
examples of the work being 
done by the Red Cross across 
the Caribbean, the Aruba Red 
Cross gave assistance to the 
Department of Healthcare 
of Aruba in the screening 
process of passengers and 
crew members of a cruise ship. 
In response to requests from 
their Ministry of Health, the 
Grenada Red Cross was able 
to mobilize specially trained 
volunteers known as National 
Intervention Teams (NITs) 
to assist Port Health workers 
at the airport and cruise ship 
port within half an hour of 
being asked to do so. Saint 
Lucia Red Cross was able 


to activate its volunteers to 
distribute 30,000 flyers at the 
Jazz Festival earlier this year. 
In addition to community 
work, the Guyana, Jamaica 
and Belize Red Cross have 
been working with the Pan 
American Health Organisation 
(PAHO) to raise awareness 
on hygiene and prevention of 
H1N1 within institutions such 
as elderly homes, orphanages 
and prisons. 

These activities are only 
undertaken with the support 
of the health authorities 
to reinforce national 
preparedness and prevention. 
The Dominca Red Cross is 
gearing up for an influx of 
international visitors to two 
major music events: World 
Creole Music festival and 
‘Creole in the Park’. 


They are working along with 
the event organisers to spread 
the word to visitors and 
locals alike on how to protect 
themselves and their families 
from contracting the H1N1 
virus and what to do if they 
have symptoms. Trinidad and 
Tobago Red Cross volunteers 
are assisting the South West 
Regional Health Authority 
to triage patients with H1N1 
symptoms. 

These are just a few of 
the ways that Red Cross 
volunteers have been 
invaluable in assisting their 
communities in an emergency. 
The Red Cross continues to 
have the support of donors for 
its community and volunteer 
development programmes, 
which have ensured this timely 
response^ 


Port security being review 


POINTE BLANCHE-St. 
Maarten Harbour Group of 
Companies is undertaking a 
complete security review after 
the incident last week, when 
a pilot boat was stolen from 
under the nose of security 
guards.

The Mouth of the Fish

Here in Aruba a folk 
saying says: “Because of his 
mouth the fish dies!” I love 
folk sayings, like natural folk 
remedies, they have an uncanny 
insight into the human condition. 
If fish would be a little more 
careful what they put in their 
mouths they might live longer. 
Interestingly, professionally I 
can say the same about many 
people. What would you think 
about dying not only from what 
you are putting in your mouth 
but also it’s condition? What 
am I getting at? Ask your 
dental hygienist. They know 
infections in your mouth are not 
only detrimental to your health; 
they are a great indication of 
your general health condition. 

One of the most 
important parts of your 
mouth is the area of gum that 
surrounds the tooth. “Perioral” 
means “related to the mouth”. 
“Dontal” means “tooth”, 
so, periodontal means: “the 
area in your mouth around a 
tooth”. Most people assume 
that your teeth are attached to 
your jaws. This is far from 
the truth. The periodontal area 
is a complex combination of 
structures that support teeth and 
include: cementum, periodontal 
ligament, alveolar bone, and 
the gingival or gums. Beyond 
the structure we find holes 
between the teeth and gums 
where bacteria reside. The 
type and amount of bacteria in 


your mouth is the foundation of 
many health problems. Bacteria 
allowed to attack this area 
is called periodontal disease 
and there are two principle 
kinds. “Gingivitis” is when 
the bacteria are breaking down 
the gums and “periodontitis” 
is a disease state affecting the 
periodontal tissue. 

Periodontal disease 
is often undetected in routine 
dental examinations because 
of the difficulty and expense of 
measuring the problem. Any 
oral discomfort or abnormal 
coloring can indicate infection. 
Unfortunately gum disease isn’t 
associated with much pain, 
especially in its early phases. 
Without pain, most people aren’t 
concerned about their teeth and 
gums. You can keep a lookout 
for periodontal infection by 
being aware of the symptoms 
listed below. Bleeding is 
the most common marker of 
infection. Ulcers or wounds in 
the gum pocket bleed with the 
smallest provocation, such as 
flossing, brushing, irrigating, 
or even rinsing and chewing. If 
you see even a little blood when 
you are cleaning your mouth, 
there is a problem! Other 
symptoms include: red, swollen 
or tender gums. Abscesses are 
swellings or bumps on the gum 
surface that can either appear 
suddenly or grow gradually. 
They can feel hot and/or 
painful. An abscess always 
indicates periodontal infection. 


Note carefully which 
teeth are sensitive to pain 
and whether this condition 
is constant or fluctuates. If 
the area is irrigated with an 
anti-microbial solution and 
the discomfort goes away, the 
source for the pain is most 
likely periodontal infection. 
However, if the discomfort 
is a throbbing pain, and cold 
relieves it, the infection is 
probably into the nerve, and 
the tooth needs immediate 
attention. Also, gums that have 
pulled away from the teeth, 
loose, shifting teeth, or a change 
in the way teeth or partial 
dentures fit together when 
you bite, is an indication of 
infection. Persistent bad breath 
is usually caused by hydrogen 
sulfide compounds, which 
are bacterial waste products. 
It is almost always a sign of 
periodontal infection. One way 
to determine this is to floss and 
then smell the floss. If it smells 
bad, like rotten eggs or spoiled 
food, periodontal infection is 
probably present. 

So, why so much 
interest in the condition of your 
mouth? Gum disease has been 
overshadowed as a risk factor 
in heart disease and other health 
problems by more commonly 
acknowledged factors such 
as smoking, cholesterol, lack 
of exercise, and obesity. But 
recent studies report the link 
between the severity of gum 
disease (measured by amount of 


jaw bone loss) and risk of heart 
disease, identified gum disease 
as a previously-unrecognized 
risk factor for heart disease 
and hardening of the arteries. 
Gum disease leading to severe 
periodontal (jaw) bone loss 
increased the risk of death 
from heart disease. It seems 
that bacteria from dental 
plaque (tooth debris) enter the 
circulation and lodge in blood 
vessels, where they participate 
in producing atherosclerotic 
plaque (fatty deposits). 
Additional studies link poor 
blood sugar control in diabetics, 
low birth weight in premature 
babies, and pneumonia. Wow, 
all this from your mouth! 

Get the Point! Your 
mouth is ideally suited for 
medical problems. Biting stress, 
instantaneous temperature 
changes, rapid fluctuations from 
acidity to alkalinity and the 
warm, salty, wet environment 
of your mouth is a rich bacteria 
growing environment. Bacteria 
allowed to thrive in your mouth 
can have profound medical 
consequences. You might not 
be “looking a gift horse in the 
mouth”, but rest assured that 
during your consultation I will 
be looking into your mouth. 
Treating the “whole person” 
which is what “holistic” means 
also means your mouth. When 
we work together with your 
dentist or your house doctor the 
patient is the winner.

Meulens named Giants hitting coach

SAN FRANCISCO - Though 
Hensley Meulens speaks five 
languages, he realizes that 
instilling plate discipline 
within Giants batters is more 
of a mental process than a 
verbal one. 

Meulens, named San 
Francisco’s new hitting coach 
on Monday, has an intriguing 
background. He was the first 
native of Curacao to reach 
the Major Leagues. He was 
nurtured professionally in the 


New York Yankees system, 
where he received coaching 
from stars of yesteryear such 
as Wally Moon and Clete 
Boyer, and he crossed paths 
with enduring figures such 
as Don Mattingly. Playing 
professionally overseas 
enabled him to learn Japanese, 
which complemented his 
fluency in English, Spanish, 
Dutch and Papiamento, 
Curacao’s most widely used 
language. 

None of that will matter much 
if Meulens, 42, can’t curb

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the Giants’ free-swinging 
tendencies that helped cost 
Carney Lansford his job as 
hitting coach. San Francisco’s 
392 walks, fewest in the 
Majors, contributed to its .309 
on-base percentage, also last 
in both leagues. The highest- 
ranking Giant among National 
Leaguers in pitches seen per 
plate appearance was Aaron 
Rowand, whose 3.47 average 
was good for 69th. 

Meulens indicated that he’ll 
have to preach patience 
differently to each hitter. 

“Not everybody can be taught 
the same,” Muelens said. 
“Psychology plays a big part 
in me trying to get in a guy’s 
head and find out what works 
for him.” 

Meulens believes that the more 
confidence a hitter maintains, 
the more comfortable he’ll 
feel as he attempts to run up a 
deep count. 

Citing the get-a-good-pitch-to- 
hit bromide, Meulens noted, 
“Sometimes it’s the first pitch; 
sometimes it’s the fifth. It’s all 
about trusting your hands and 
trusting yourself.... They don’t 
come overnight. There’s a fine 
line between being aggressive 
and overaggressive.” 

Meulens joined the Giants’ 
organization this year as 
Triple-AFresno’s hitting coach 
after spending six seasons 
coaching in the Baltimore 
and Pittsburgh systems. He 
is credited with making an 
immediate impact with Fresno, 
as John Bowker (.347) and 
Jesus Guzman (.321) finished 
first and fifth, respectively, 
in the Pacific Coast League 


batting race. Meulens hastened 
the improvement of Eugenio 
Velez, who galvanized San 
Francisco’s offense by hitting 
safely in his first 14 games 
after being recalled July 27. 
Meulens also worked with 
catcher Buster Posey, who hit 
.321 with 35 games at Fresno. 
Manager Bruce Bochy said 
that Meulens’ familiarity with 
these younger Giants who 
could occupy key roles on the 
2010 squad was a factor in his 
hiring. 

“They see him as a father 
figure, a guy they really have 
a lot of trust in,” Bochy said. 
Meulens, who hit .220 with 
15 home runs and 53 RBI 
in 182 Major League games 
spanning all or part of seven 
Major League seasons, also 
acquainted himself with 
Giants veterans while joining 
San Francisco as a coaching 
assistant in September. 

“I got into a comfort zone 
with those guys, as well,” 
said Meulens, who gained his 
renowned nickname “Bam 
Bam” as a teenager. 

Reflecting the club’s 
satisfaction with Meulens, 
Bochy said that the Giants 
interviewed no candidates 
from outside the organization, 
though Bob Mariano, San 
Francisco’s coordinator 

of Minor League hitting 
instruction, also was 
considered for the job. Bochy 
said that Meulens’ promotion 
should motivate Minor League 
staffers. “That sends a great 
message to all these guys who 
are working their tails off 
down there,” Bochy said. □

The sister of a pilot feared dead after heroically saving the 
lives of his passengers has pleaded for help to get his body 
back home. 



British pilot Robert Mansell 
ditched his small plane in to 
the ocean off the tiny Dutch 
Caribbean island of Bonaire 
when its right engine failed. 
All nine passengers scrambled 
to safety and were left floating 
in the sea before being picked 
up by a passing ship. 

But Mr Mansell, 32, is 
believed to have sunk with 
the aircraft still strapped to 
his seat after efforts to release 
him failed. 

Claire Mansell said: “It’s been 
a week now and Robert is still 
there. No one has stepped 
forward to help us through 
this; no one is saying This is 
what we’re going to do’. 

“We feel really confused and 
let down. Everyone is saying 
he is a hero, so let’s bring the 
hero home. 

“We feel like it’s about 
money, because it would be so 
expensive, and that’s why no 
one is standing up to help. We 
just don’t know what to do. 
“Salvage and repatriation is 
all that matters to us now. We 
just want him back, to bring 
him home and do what’s 
best for him so we can begin 
grieving.” 

Claire said her father Roger is 
finding it particularly hard. 
She said: “Dad is very practical 
but he is really struggling over 
this. We’re on the edge of our 
nerves, we’re reaching our 
limit. 


“We would love the British 
authorities to take charge 
but we know it’s out of their 
control. You’d just hope 
though, as Rob is a British 
citizen, that they would be 
able to do something.” 

Sky News understands that 
close friends of the Mansell 
family are trying to meet 
members of the Dutch Antilles 
government in Curacao, an 
island close to Bonaire, to 
discuss what is happening. 
The authority’s ministry 
for traffic and transport is 
investigating the crash but 
would not confirm whether it 


will attempt to recover the body 
of Mr Mansell and salvage the 
twin-engine Britten-Norman 
Islander aircraft. 

The British Foreign Office 
said: “We are aware of the 
death of a British national in 
a plane crash near Curacao. 
We are providing consular 
assistance to the family.” 

Divi Divi Air, Mr ManselFs 
employers, said it was unable 
to comment on salvage 
attempts while there was an 
investigation going on. 

It seems that Mr ManselFs 
friends are meeting the airline 
later. □ 


Richardson pushes benefits of open skies agreements 


PHILLIPSBURG — Commissioner in charge of 
Aviation Affairs Frans Richardson on Sunday 
said he is looking forward to the day when 
bilateral agreements can be signed, facilitating 
open sky policies that would benefit St. 
Maarten. 

The Commissioner, speaking at the inaugural 
celebration marking WestJet’s service to St. 
Maarten, said, “We need to implement changes 
in our aviation sector to make us even more 
competitive and more sustainable.” 

Open skies policies, he contended, will be 
a start to opening up and liberalizing the air 
travel market, giving rise to the abolition of 
monopolies, greater competition and potentially 
lower fares. 

“Key provisions of most of the existing 
civil agreements include: No restrictions on 
international route rights, number of designated 
airlines, capacity, frequencies and types of 


aircraft,” Richardson said. 

“It also provides for fair and equal opportunity 
to compete. All carriers, designated and non- 
designated, of countries may establish sales 
offices in the other country, convert earnings 
and remit them in hard currency promptly and 
without restrictions. 

“Designated carriers are free to provide their 
own ground-handling services or choose 
among competing providers. It also provides 
for liberal charter arrangements. Carriers may 
choose to operate under the charter regulations 
of either country,” Richardson said. 

He concluded by stating that he is optimistic 
about our strategic location with convenient 
airlift from most major U.S. markets, and now 
from Toronto, Canada. 

“One day I hope to sign open skies agreements, 
especially with St. Maarten closing in on 
country status. ”□

Governors’ races in two 
states test Obama’s clout 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Barack Obama’s 
political influence was on 
the line Tuesday in two 
state gubernatorial elections 
that could serve as warning 
signs for Democrats about 
America’s mood heading 
into the 2010 congressional 
elections. 

One year after Obama won the 
White House in an electoral 
landslide and Democrats 
expanded their majorities 
in Congress, the focus was 
on Virginia and New Jersey, 
where Democratic control 
was in danger despite hefty 
campaigning by Obama 
himself. 

The outcomes were sure to 
feed discussion about the 
state of the electorate, the 
status of the diverse coalition 
that sent Obama to the White 
House and the limits of the

president’s influence on the 
party’s base of support. 
Republican victories in one 
or more races could energize 
a party that has lost back-to- 
back national elections, just 
as it seeks to raise money and 
recruit candidates to prepare 
for next year. 

Tuesday’s impact on Obama’s 
standing and on the 2010 
elections can be overstated 
easily. Voters were often 


focused on local issues and 
local personalities. Indeed, 
most people in Virginia and 
New Jersey said they were not 
casting ballots because of their 
feelings about Obama. 

Yet national issues, such 
as the economic recession, 
clearly were a factor, with 
voter attitudes shaped to some 
degree by how people felt 
about the state of their nation.

It also was difficult to separate Obama 
from the outcomes after he devoted 
much time working to persuade voters 
to elect Democrat R. Creigh Deeds 
over Republican Bob McDonnell in 
Virginia and re-elect Democratic Gov. 
Jon Corzine of New Jersey, who was 
in a three-way race with Republican 
Chris Christie and independent Chris 
Daggett. 

Obama campaigned in person for both 
Deeds and Corzine and was featured in 
their advertisements. He characterized 


the two as necessary allies in the White 
House’s effort to advance his plans. He 
also deployed his political campaign 
arm, Organizing for America, to try to 
ensure the swarms of party loyalists 
and new voters he attracted in 2008 
would turn out. 

He also sought to ensure the Democrats 
would pick up a vacant upstate New 
York congressional seat long held by 
Republicans. In that race, Democrat 
Bill Owens faced conservative Doug 
Hoffman. 

In doing so, Obama raised the stakes 
of a low-enthusiasm off-year election 


season. 

Thus, any Democratic losses would be 
a blot on Obama’s political standing to 
some degree and would signal trouble 
ahead as he seeks to advance his 
agenda, protect Democratic majorities 
in Congress and expand his party’s 
grip on governors’ seats next year. 
Obama needs all the lawmakers he can 
get to pass his legislative priorities of 
health care and climate change. Defeats 
Tuesday could make it harder for him 
to persuade moderate Democrats from 
conservative areas to get on board. They 
have been hearing from voters worried 
about his expansion of government at 
a time of rising deficits. 

Even before the first votes were 
counted, there were new signs of 
difficulties on health care, Obama’s 
signature issue. Senate Democratic 
leader Harry Reid indicated Tuesday 
that lawmakers might not complete 
legislation this year, which would miss 
Obama’s deadline and push debate 
into the congressional election year. 
The congressional health care battle 
has been roiling the nation for much of 
the last half-year. 

Defeats could point to future problems 
for Democrats, particularly in 
moderate districts and in swing states 
like Ohio, Colorado and Nevada. In 



2010, most governors, a third of the 
Senate and all members of the House 
of Representatives will be on ballots. 

A loss in New Jersey would be 
particularly disappointing for Obama 
because it is a traditional Democratic- 
leaning state with an incumbent 
Democratic governor. 

Virginia is a new swing state and has 
trended Democratic in recent elections 
after being reliably Republican in 
national races for many years. It is 
home to a slew of northern bellwether 
counties filled with independents who 
carried Obama to victory last year, the 
first Democrat to win the state in a 
White House race since 1964. 

A loss in Virginia could suggest that the 
diverse coalition that Obama cobbled 
together last year in Virginia and 
elsewhere — blacks, Hispanics, young 
people, independents and Republican 
crossovers — was a one-election 
phenomenon that did not transfer to 
the Democratic Party when Obama 
was not on the ballot. 

In other races Tuesday, voters in the 
northeastern state of Maine weighed 
in on same-sex marriage in a closely 
watched initiative, and a number of 
cities selected mayors, including New 
York. Mayor Michael Bloomberg was 
heavily favored to win re-election.□

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DC sniper asks Supreme 
Court to block execution

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Attorneys for John Allen 
Muhammad, mastermind 
of the 2002 sniper attacks 
that left 10 dead in the 
Washington, D.C., area, 
asked the U.S. Supreme 
Court on Tuesday to block 
his execution. 

The 4 8-year-old Muhammad 
is scheduled to die by 
injection on Nov. 10 at a 
Virginia prison. In court 
papers, his attorneys say the 
execution should be put off 
while the court considers 
whether his trial lawyer was 
ineffective. 

Muhammad was convicted of 
killing Dean Harold Meyers 
at a Manassas, Virginia, 
gasoline station during a 
three-week spree in October 
2002 that spanned Maryland, 
Virginia and the District of 
Columbia, the U.S. capital. 
Muhammad and his teenage 
accomplice, Lee BoydMalvo, 
also were suspected of fatal 
shootings in other states, 
including Louisiana and 
Alabama. Malvo is serving a 
life sentence Maryland. 
Muhammad’s lawyers also 
have asked Virginia Gov. 
Timothy M. Kaine for 
clemency, sayingMuhammad 
is mentally ill and should not 
be executed. 

In a 40-minute video to Kaine 
last month, attorneys, mental 
health experts and witnesses 


described Muhammad’s 
illness. Muhammad’s 

attorneys claim he has brain 
damage, brain dysfunction 
and neurological deficits, 
as well as psychotic and 
delusional behavior, 

exacerbated by the Gulf War 
syndrome he suffered as a 
sergeant in the 1990 Persian 
Gulf war. 

They also submitted an 
interview with a juror who 
said that she would not have 
sentenced Muhammad to 
death if she had known of his 
severe mental illness. 

The Supreme Court has 
banned executing the insane 
or the mentally disabled, 
measured by an IQ less than 
70, established by the age 
of 18, and the lack of basic 
adaptive skills. 

Kaine has said he knows of 
no reason he would commute 
Muhammad’s sentence to life 
in prison, but that he would 
review the request. The 
Roman Catholic governor is 
opposed to the death penalty, 
but as governor he has 
allowed nine executions and 
commuted one sentence, for 
a man who Kaine determined 
was too mentally ill to be 
executed. 

Kaine usually waits for a 
condemned inmate to exhaust 
all appeals before acting 
on a clemency request. The 
Supreme Court could act any 
time before the scheduled 
execution. □

WASHINGTON - In a sharp 
rebuke of Wall Street after a 
string of hefty bailouts last 
year, House Democrats are 
considering legislation that 


would let the government 
break up even healthy firms if 
regulators think they’ve grown 
too big. 

Democrats also want to 
prohibit the Federal Reserve 
from directly lending to failing 


institutions. 

“No more Fed (money) to 
AIG. No more Fed to Bear 
Steams,” said Rep. Barney 
Frank, referring to two 
major recipients of the Fed’s 
emergency lending program. 


The two provisions were 
expected to pass as part 
of a broader bill being 
considered this month by the 
House Financial Services 
Committee. 

The legislation would set 
tougher standards for firms that 
grow so large and influential 
that regulators determine their 
failure could bring down the 
entire economy. It also would 
let regulators seize failing 
institutions, wipe out their 
shareholders and dismantle 
companies before their 
collapse frightens investors. 
The full House was expected 
to vote on the bill and other 
financial reform proposals in 
early December. 

Rep. Paul Kanjorski of 
Pennsylvania, a senior 
Democrat on the panel, wants 
to amend the bill so regulators 
could pre-emptively break 
apart any institution if they 
determine that its sheer size 
is a threat to the economy. 
A spokeswoman said the 
measure was still being 
drafted. 

Frank, who chairs the 
Financial Services Committee, 
said he expects the proposal 


and a similar one by Rep. Ed 
Perlmutter, D-Colo., to pass 
because of the risk mammoth 
institutions can pose to the 
economy. 

The Obama administration, 
which hasn’t embraced the 
idea, has cautioned that 
size alone cannot determine 
whether a firm poses a threat. 
A separate provision being 
considered would curb 
the Fed’s emergency loan 
powers. 

Under 1932 law, the Fed can 
issue loans in “unusual and 
exigent circumstances” when 
a borrower is unable to access 
enough credit from banks. 
During last year’s financial 
crisis, the Fed invoked that 
power to try to spare major 
firms from collapse. 

Frank, D-Mass., said the 
latest bill might establish a 
separate facility funded by 
the Fed to provide emergency 
loans. But “no entity would be 
allowed to borrow from that 
facility in times of a liquidity 
crisis unless they are very 
adequately capitalized,” he 
told reporters. 

Both measures still face 
scrutiny on the House floor 
and in the Senate, where 
Republicans hold more sway 
and Democrats are drafting 
their own legislation. 

As early as Monday, Senate 
Banking Committee Chairman 
Chris Dodd, D-Conn., was 
expected to outline his plan to 
overhaul the nation’s financial 
regulations. 

Dodd was likely to give the 
Fed less power than Frank’s 
proposal and merge bank 
supervision under a single 
regulator. Republicans were 
expected to oppose several 
provisions, including the 
establishment of a new 
government agency dedicated 
to protecting financial 
consumers. □

By BLAKE NICHOLSON 
Associated Press Writer 
DICKINSON, N.D. - Three 
missing North Dakota college 
softball players were found 
dead Tuesday in a Jeep pulled 
from a pond, and police said 
they believed the women were 
in the vehicle when they made 
two desperate calls to friends 
for help. 

Police Lt. Rod Banyai said 
officers are investigating 
the cause of the deaths and 
autopsies are planned. He said 
he believes the women were 
in the Jeep when they called 
for help, but he didn’t know 
whether it already was under 
water when those calls were 
made. 

“At this time, foul play is 
not suspected,” Banyai said 
Tuesday night. 

Authorities had been searching 
since late Sunday night for 
Kyrstin Gemar, 22, of San 
Diego; Afton Williamson, 
20, of Lake Elsinore, Calif.; 
and Ashley Neufeld, 21, of 
Brandon, Manitoba. 
TheDickinsonStateUniversity 
students were believed to be in 
the white 1997 Jeep Cherokee 
with California plates when 
two of their friends received 
telephone calls before the 
lines went dead. 

Police described the first as a 
“very scratchy” call for help 
in which one of the women 
said they were near a lake and 
water. 

Banyai said the 12-foot deep

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Radovan Karadzic 
appeared at his U.N. war 
crimes trial on Tuesday for 
the first time since it began 
last week, claiming his 
“fundamental rights have 
been violated” by judges who 
started without him. 

The former Bosnian 
Serb leader, accused of 
masterminding Serb atrocities 
throughout the 1992-1995 
Bosnian war, had boycotted 
the first three days of the trial. 
On Tuesday, Karadzic, who 
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is defending himself, again 
insisted that he needed more 
time to prepare. 

“I do not want to boycott these 
proceedings, but I cannot take 
part in something that has 
been bad from the start and 
where my fundamental rights 
have been violated,” Karadzic 
said. 

Karadzic faces two counts 
of genocide and nine other 
charges of crimes against 
humanity and war crimes. He 
has refused to enter pleas, but 
insists he is innocent of all 
charges. 

The prosecution’s two- 
day opening statement 
portrayed Karadzic as the 
supreme commander of a 
brutal campaign to ethnically 
cleanse Muslims and Croats 
from Bosnian Serb claimed 
territory. The campaign 
included the deadly 44-month 
siege of the capital, Sarajevo, 
and culminated in the 1995 
massacre of some 8,000 
Muslim men and boys in the 
eastern enclave of Srebrenica. 
Prosecutor Hildegard Uertz- 
Retzlaff urged judges to 
impose a court-appointed 
lawyer on Karadzic so that the 
case can continue even if he 
continues his boycott. 

“Mr. Karadzic cannot be 
allowed to manipulate 
the proceedings through 
his decision to not attend 
hearings,” she said. 


However, she acknowledged 
that if a new lawyer is appointed 
to represent Karadzic, the 
attorney may need months to 
prepare. 

She told judges they could 
also force Karadzic into court 
if he continues his boycott. 

“If necessary, force can be 
used to secure his presence in 
the court room,” she said. 
Presiding Judge O-Gon 
Kwon said judges would 
issue a written ruling later in 
the week on how to proceed. 
He canceled a trial hearing 
scheduled for Wednesday and 
adjourned the trial pending the 
ruling. 

The war crimes court is 
desperate to avoid Karadzic’s 
trial becoming a carbon copy 
of the case against his political 
mentor, former Yugoslav 
president Slobodan Milosevic, 
whose political grandstanding, 
stalling tactics and ill health 
dragged his trial out for more 
than four years. 

Milosevic’s trial ended without 
a verdict in 2006 after he died 
of a heart attack in his U.N. 
jail cell. 

Milosevic also defended 
himself, and when the war 
crimes court forced a defense 
lawyer on him in an attempt 
to speed up proceedings 
Milosevic refused to cooperate 
with him. 

Karadzic says he has not had 
enough time to prepare his 


defense — even though he was 
indicted in 1995 and has been 
in custody for 14 months. 

“The situation is such that I 
would really be a criminal if I 
were to accept these conditions 
— to enter a trial for which I 
am not prepared,” he said. 
Karadzic said prosecutors 
have loaded him down with 
1.3 million pages of evidence 
and that he only has been 
able to work on his defense 
since May, when he got all the 
evidence from prosecutors. 

He said he was not ready to deal 
with the first three prosecution 
witness, who were to have 
testified this week, or to make 
an opening statement. 

And he rejected the proposal 
of having a lawyer appointed 
by the court to represent him. 
“I don’t need other people, I 
just need time,” he said. “It 
would be cheapest and easiest, 
with fewest problems to give 
me more time to prepare.” 

But Kwon said Karadzic 
was repeating claims he has 
made in pretrial hearings and 
in motions that have already 
been rejected by trial and 
appeal judges. He signaled the 
court is unlikely to grant him 
any more time. 

“At the end of the day, I again 
remind you that it is in your 
best interest to attend and 
participate fully in the trial 
so that justice can be done,” 
Kwon said. □ 
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Czech president signs Ell 
Lisbon Treaty reform

PRAGUE (AP) — A charter 
meant to transform Europe 
into a more unified and 
powerful global player passed 
its last major hurdle Tuesday 
and looks set to become law 
within weeks. 

Czech President Vaclav Klaus, 
who has been highly skeptical 
of increasing the EU’s powers, 
signed the Lisbon Treaty at the 
Prague Castle hours after his 
nation’s Constitutional Court 
struck down a complaint 
against it. Klaus has been 
tirelessly attacking and stalling 
the document, claiming it 
would hand too much power 
to European Union institutions 
in Brussels. He was awaiting 
the Brno-based court’s ruling 
before deciding whether to 
endorse it. 

“I expected the decision of 
the Constitutional Court and 
respect it,” Klaus told reporters 
Tuesday afternoon, but added 
he vehemently disagrees with 
the verdict. 

“The Czech Republic will 
cease to be a sovereign state,” 
once the treaty enters into 
force, he said. 

Klaus was the last obstacle 
to the full ratification of the 


treaty, which was bogged 
down in negotiations for 
almost a decade and has been 
ratified by all other 26 EU 
nations. 

The Swedish EU Presidency 
said the treaty will enter into 
force on Dec. 1. 

European leaders welcomed 
news of the signing. 

“President Klaus’ decision 
marks an important and 
historic step for all of Europe,” 
British Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown said in a statement. 
“Today is a day when Europe 
looks forward, when it sets 
aside years of debate on its 
institutions, and moves to take 
strong and collective action 
on the issues that matter most 
to European citizens: security, 
climate change, jobs and 
growth.” 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel noted during a speech 
to the U.S. Congress in 
Washington that, with the new 
treaty, the EU “will become 
stronger and more capable of 
acting, and so a strong and 
reliable partner for the United 
States.” 

“On this basis, we can build 
stable partnerships with others, 
above all with Russia, China 
and India,” she added. 


Sweden’s Prime Minister 
Fredrik Reinfeldt, who has 
worked to seal the Lisbon 
Treaty under the Swedish EU 
presidency, said he would call 
for an EU summit as soon as 
possible. 

Klaus’ “signature ends a far 
too long period of institutional 
focus within the EU,” Reinfeldt 
said in a text message sent from 
Washington. “It opens up for a 
more democratic, transparent 
and efficient Union.” 

Earlier in the day, the 
Constitutional Court’s chief 
judge, Pavel Rychetsky, saidthe 
Lisbon Treaty “does not violate 
the (Czech) constitution” and 
that all formal obstacles for 
ratification “are removed.” 

In Brussels, European 
Commission President Jose 
Manuel Barroso said he was 
“extremely pleased” with the 
court’s verdict. 

“I hope that we can now 
move forward as quickly as 
possible on the nomination of 
the president of the European 
Council and vice president 
of the Commission High 
Representative,” he said, 
referring to the newly created 
post of president, who will 
chair EU summits, and the 
bloc’s new foreign policy 


chief, who will represent the 
EU abroad. 

Once the Lisbon Treaty 
becomes law, more policy 
decisions would be permitted 
by majority rather than 
unanimous votes at European 
summits. Those policies would 
then increasingly be shaped 
by the elected parliaments of 
each nation and the European 
Parliament, which currently 
has little say. 

EU leaders say such new voting 
rules are needed to promote 
stronger policies in combating 
cross-border crime, terrorism 
and ecological threats. 
Projecting this more decisive 
EU abroad would be a new 
fixed-term president — in 
place of a decades-old system

that rotates the presidency 
among governments every six 
months — and a new foreign 
minister. 

Jerzy Buzek, president of the 
European Parliament, had 
appeared confident Klaus 
would sign the treaty, adding 
it should now enter into force 
by the end of the year. 

Czech Prime Minister Jan 
Fischer said he was grateful 
Klaus finally initialed the 
document following the 
court’s verdict, saying it sent 
an important signal to the rest 
of Europe. 

“I am glad that the Czech 
Republic finally confirmed 
that it is a trustworthy partner 
for other member states,” 
Fischer said.Q

model is anti-apartheid icon and former President 
Nelson Mandela, and plan to honor the man referred 
to during Tuesday’s proceedings as “Prince Mandela” 
at a gala ceremony in Pretoria, the capital, later 
this week. Sello Hatang, a spokesman for the anti¬ 
apartheid icon’s office, said Mandela “feels honored 
to be respected by the traditional leadership.” 
Mandela’s family claims the royal chieftaincy of 
Mvezo, a village in southeastern South Africa, and 
he spent part of his childhood in the court of a tribal 
regent being groomed, like his father before him, to 
advise kings. 

“My later notions of leadership were profoundly 
influenced by observing the regent and his court,” 
Mandela wrote in his autobiography, describing 
meetings called to discuss community matters 
such as coping with droughts, managing cattle and 
responding to new laws decreed by the colonial 
government. “Everyone who wanted to speak did so. 
It was democracy in its purest form.” 

But as a young man, Mandela fled rural southeastern 
South Africa for Johannesburg to avoid a marriage 
arranged by the regent. During the apartheid years, 
Mandela clashed with his nephew, K.D. Matanzima. 
Matanzima collaborated with the white government 
to lead one of the homelands set up to deny blacks 
citizenship, and then ruled it like a despot. 

Mandela tried to persuade Matanzima to reform, and 
reached out to other chiefs, even “while many of my 
comrades thought we should disdain those leaders.” 
Nkosi Phathekile Holomisa, president of the 
Congress of Traditional Leaders of South Africa, 
called Mandela the “great reconciler” between 
traditionalists and modernists. 

“During the era of colonialism and in our case 
apartheid, traditional leaders found themselves 
entangled in the systems and machinations of 
colonialists,” said Holomisa, a chief from eastern 
South Africa whose independent group has been 
closely linked with Mandela’s African National 
Congress. 

Holomisa said traditional leaders have hesitated to 
criticize Africa’s postcolonial governments. But as 
they watched the new leaders fail to eradicate poverty 
and entrench democracy, the old guard began to 
wonder whether it might have something to offer. 


Daniel Masombuka, a 36-year-old city counselor 
who arrived Tuesday in the entourage of his relative, 
the Ndbele King Makhosonke II, said the spirit of 
listening and finding consensus that Mandela saw 
in the tribal meetings of his youth needed to be 
revived. 

Masombuka, wearing a beaded collar piece and 
skins, has a degree in civil engineering, and is 
working on a master’s in public administration. He 
is proof traditionalists “can do some things which are 
progressive,” he said. 

So is Joyce Mogale-Lefakane, a granddaughter of a 
king who ruled an area stretching to the north and 
west of what is now Johannesburg. She said once 
women were expected to stay silently at home while 
their men attended tribal councils, but “at this present 
moment, we, as women, we are raising our voices.” 
Queen Ama Nana Amissah III from Ghana delivered 
one of Tuesday’s main speeches, declaring: “For 
every successful king, there is a successful queen.” 
Like Queen Ama or another guest at Tuesday’s 
event, Best Kemigisa, the queen mother of Toro in 
Uganda, most African royals no longer have more 
than ceremonial roles. The territories over which 
their ancestors once ruled are now incorporated into 
larger states, or cut by national borders. 

In South Africa, the National House of Traditional 
Leaders was established by law in 1997 to give 
chiefs a formal role as advisers to the president on 
customary law and other issues. In Uganda, President 
Yoweri Museveni recently restored the traditional 
kingdoms his predecessor banned in 1967, but has 
been adamant that kings keep out of politics. 

But Swazi King Mswati III, represented at Tuesday’s 
gathering by a brother, holds most of the power in his 
southern African nation of just over 1 million people, 
resisting calls for greater democracy. 

In Morocco, head of state Mohammed VI is known as 
a modernist. Mina Metioui, who was in Johannesburg 
as Mohammed’s representative and whose family 
has advised Moroccan kings for generations, said 
African kings can transcend politics to give their 
people a sense of continuity. 

“They’ve been bom and raised to care for the 
countries of their ancestors,” she said. “It’s a tree 
that’s been planted, and it’s there for centuries.”□

Hamid Karzai did not spell 
out how he would institute 
reforms or mention whether he 
is willing to make concessions 
to his opponents. 

Karzai spoke a day after being 
declared victor of an election 
so marred by fraud that it took 
two and a half months, and 
intense international pressure, 
to resolve. His main opponent, 
Abdullah Abdullah, said when 
he dropped out of the planned 
runoff that he was withdrawing 
because it could not be free or 
fair. 

Karzai said in a speech he 
wants people from every part of 
the country in his government, 
including political opponents. 
But he never mentioned 
Abdullah by name. 

“Those who want to work 
with me are most welcome, 
regardless of whether they 
opposed me in the election or 
whether they supported me in 
the elections,” Karzai said. 
Abdullah, who once served as 
Karzai’s foreign minister, has 
said he will not join Karzai’s 


administration, but will work 
from the outside for reforms 
and for national unity. 

Even so, people close to Karzai 
and Abdullah say they spent 
the past few days negotiating 
privately about ministry seats 
or accommodating Abdullah’s 
platform in some way. The 
U.S. and its allies have also 
pressured Karzai to institute 
reforms and to reach out to the 
Abdullah camp. 

President Barack Obama said 
Monday that he had called 
for a new chapter during a 
telephone call congratulating 
Karzai over his re-election. 
When Karzai offered 
assurances, Obama told him 
that “the proof is not going to 
be in words. It’s going to be in 
deeds.” 

Karzai said he needs 
international support and 
does not want to squander the 
goodwill of those supplying 
thousands of troops and funds 
to Afghanistan. 

He said he wants to “make 
sure that the taxpayers’ 
money coming to us from 
your countries is spent wisely

and rightly by us, the Afghan 
government, and also by the 
donors themselves.” 

He also said he would be 
as inclusive as possible, 
including welcoming Taliban 
who are ready to work with 
the government. 

“We want our Taliban brothers 
and all others to come back 
and join with us,” he added. 
The Taliban claimed their own 
victory, saying in a statement 
the canceled runoff showed 
their efforts to derail the vote 
by threats and attacks were 
successful. 

“Our brave mujahedeen were 
able to disrupt the entire 
process. Even the airstrikes 
and ground forces were not 
able to stop our mujahedeen 
from their attacks,” the 
statement said. The canceled 
runoff vote also showed that 
Afghans heeded their call not 
to participate in an election 
they said was the tool of 
foreigners, the statement said. 
Election officials had cited 
security concerns as one reason 
not to go ahead with a vote 
with a foregone conclusion. 


Karzai acknowledged to 
reporters Tuesday that 
Afghanistan “has a bad 
name from corruption.” He 
repeatedly promised to tackle 
corruption during his previous 
five years as president but 
with little success. 

“We will do our best through 
all possible means to eliminate 
this dark stain from our 


clothes,” he said. 

Standing next to his new vice 
president — who has denied 
accusations of drug ties and 
corruption when he was last 
in the government as defense 
minister — Karzai said the 
problem of corruption was not 
certain officials. Instead, he 
blamed inadequate laws and

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 
Chase Utley hit two home 
runs to raise his World Series 
total to a record-tying five as 
Philadelphia beat the New 
York Yankees 8-6 on Monday 
night to set up a Game 6 for 
the first time since 2003. 
Utley hit a go-ahead, three- 
run homer in the first inning 
off A.J. Burnett and added 
a solo shot in the seventh 
to join Reggie Jackson as 
the only players to hit five 
home runs in a single World 
Series. 

Philadelphia closed to 3-2 
in the best-of-seven Series 
by replicating its winning 
formula from the opener, 
when Utley hit two solo 
homers and Cliff Lee pitched 
a six-hitter. 

Ahead 8-2, the Phillies 
watched New York score 
three times in the eighth 
inning and put its first two 
batters on in the ninth. 

The next game will be played 
Wednesday night at Yankee 
Stadium, with New York’s 
Andy Pettite going on short 
rest against Pedro Martinez. 
The Series hasn’t gone this 
far since 2003. 

“We had to do it,” Phillies 


shortstop Jimmy Rollins said. 
“We didn’t have a choice. 
It was either go home and 
watch football and college 
basketball or extend the 
season.” 

Utley said it was “pretty cool” 
to equal Reggie Jackson’s 


record. 

“It’s pretty surreal,” he said. 
“I’m glad we got the win 
tonight. We’re going back to 
Yankee Stadium.” 

When Raul Ibanez added 
a second solo shot in the 
seventh off Phil Coke, the 


Phillies led 8-2. 

Lee gave up a run-scoring 
single to Alex Rodriguez in 
the first inning but settled 
in until A-Rod chased him 
with a two-run double in 
the eighth. Robinson Cano 
drove in Rodriguez with 
a sacrifice fly that cut the 
deficit to 8-5, and New York 
gave Philadelphia a scare 
when Jorge Posada doubled 
and Hideki Matsui singled at 
the start of the ninth against 
Ryan Madson. 

Jeter hit into the double 
play, Johnny Damon singled 
and Madson struck out the 
slumping Teixeira for the 
save. 

“We have a lot of heart on 
this team,” Utley said. 

The Yankees, who have won 
the Series all eight previous 
times they took a 3-1 lead, 
will try to close out title No. 
27 at home. 

Pitching on short rest didn’t 
work well for Burnett, who 
had been 4-0 previously in his 
career on three days’ off and 
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kept the Phillies off balance 
in Game 2. He kept falling 
behind batters and allowed 
six runs, four hits and four 
walks in two-plus innings, 
his shortest start since his 
first outing in 2007. 
Philadelphia ended baseball’s 
record streak of five straight 
Series that ended in sweeps 
or five games, ensuring at 
least one more telecast in 
a matchup between big- 
market teams that has 
revived baseball’s ratings. 
The Phillies still face a tall 
task: The Yankees lost three 
in a row just twice after the 
All-Star break and dropped 
consecutive home games 
only once after mid-June. 

But Pettitte and CC Sabathia, 
the Yankees’ Game 7 starter, 
will be pitching on short rest 
— Pettitte for the first time 
this year and Sabathia for the 
third time in the postseason. 
If the Phillies come back to 
become the first NL team 
to win consecutive Series 
titles since the 1975-76 
Cincinnati Reds, Yankees 
manager Joe Girardi will be 
widely second-guessed for 
his pitching decisions. No 
Series champion has gone the 
entire postseason with just 
three starters since the 1991 
Minnesota Twins — when 
there were just two rounds of 
playoffs. 

New York, trying for its 
first title since 2000, still 
has strong memories from 
2001, when the Yankees led 
Arizona three games to two 
before losing the final two 
games on the road. In 2003, 
the Yankees led Llorida two 
games to one before losing 
three in a row. 

New York will be without 
center fielder Melky Cabrera 
for the rest of the Series. 
Cabrera strained his left 
hamstring in Game 4 and 
was replaced on the roster 
by backup infielder Ramiro 
Pena as Brett Gardner took 
over in center field.Q 
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Saints stay perfect with 35-27 win over Falcons

NEW ORLEANS - The Saints 
are still perfect, despite an 
imperfect performance, and 
now need one more win to 
set the record for best start in 
franchise history. 

Drew Brees had 308 yards 
passing, Pierre Thomas scored 
two touchdowns and Jabari 
Greer returned an interception 
for a score to help the Saints 
improve to 7-0 with a 35- 
27 victory over the Atlanta 
Falcons on Monday night. 
Only the 1991 Saints began a 
season with as many wins and 
no Saints team has started 8- 
0. “We did a lot of things well 
and yet we did a lot of things 
that made it close at the end,” 
Saints coach Sean Payton said. 
“Em excited to win though. I’m 
excited to win this game and 
get to 7-0. It was an important 
game against a division team 
and I’m proud of our players. 
They fought.” 

Greer’s touchdown was the 
Saints’ fifth score on an 
interception this season, tying 
a single-season franchise 
mark set in 1998. Tracy Porter 
also had an interception on the 
Saints 1-yard line on a pass 
tipped by Jonathan Vilma in 
the fourth quarter, preserving 
a 28-24 lead after Thomas’ 
fumble had given Atlanta the 
ball on the Saints 35. 

Atlanta quarterback Matt 


Ryan was intercepted three 
times, the third straight game 
he’d been intercepted at least 
twice. 

Still, the Falcons stayed in 
it until the end, getting a 40- 
yard field goal from Jason 
Elam with 28 seconds left, 
then recovering an onside 
kick. Ryan only had time for a 
desperation heave in the final 
seconds, and Darren Sharper 
turned it into his seventh 
interception of the season. 
Sharper’s interception also 
was the Saints’ 16th overall 
this season, surpassing New 
Orleans’ total of 15 from 2008. 
The Saints have at least one 
interception in every game 
this season. 

“The way we’ve been able to 
(get turnovers) and score is a 
big reason we’re where we’re 
at right now,” Payton said. 
Brees hit Marques Colston 
for an 18-yard score. Thomas 
scored on a 22-yard run in 
the first quarter and a 1-yard 
catch out of the backfield with 
3:03 to go, flipping backward 
over a tackier and into the end 
zone. That touchdown made 
it 35-24 and ignited the entire 
Superdome into chants of 
“Who dat say they gonna’ beat 
them Saints?” 

“Pierre did a good job of getting 
through that last defender,” 
Payton said. “It was following 
the series where he fumbled 
and it was good to see him 


respond.” 

Reggie Bush added a 1-yard 
touchdown late in the first 
half, giving the Saints a lead 
they would not relinquish. 
Roddy White beat Greer on a 
6 8 -yard scoring pass from Ryan 
early in the third quarter, and 
the Falcons pulled to 28-24 on 
Elam’s 25-yard field goal with 
11:33 to go in the game. That 
field goal, however, came only 
after Payton sprinted down 
the sideline and launched his 
red flag about 20 yards, just 
in time to challenge a game- 
tying touchdown catch by 
White in the back of the end 
zone. Replays showed White 
allowed the ball to touch the 
turf as he hobbled the catch. 
The loss, Atlanta’s second 
straight, dropped the Falcons 
(4-3) three games behind 
the Saints in the NFC South. 
It marked the first time the 
Falcons had lost two straight 
under second-year coach Mike 
Smith. It also squandered 
Michael Turner’s best game of 
the season. He had 151 yards 
rushing, including a 13-yard 
touchdown. 

The Falcons’ defense also 
produced a score. Thomas 
DeCoud’s jarring sack on a 
delayed blitz up the middle 
dislodged the ball from Brees 
and Kroy Biermann returned 
it from the 4-yard line, giving 
Atlanta a 14-7 lead late in the 
first quarter.

Brees also was intercepted on 
a spectacular leaping grab by 
Brent Grimes. 

Brees never got rattled 
through, completing 15 of his 
first 17 passes and leading 
three scoring drives in the first 
half. Two of his top targets 
were Colston, who finished 
with 85 yards on six catches, 
and tight end Jeremy Shockey, 
who caught five passes for 72 
yards. 

Atlanta had two first-half 
drives stall on Elam’s missed 
field goal attempts from 34 
and 51 yards. 

A little more than three 
years ago, the Falcons were 


the visitors when the Saints 
returned to the newly reopened 
Louisiana Superdome for the 
first time since Hurricane 
Katrina. That Monday night 
had a storybook start for 
the Saints, who scored on a 
blocked punt on Atlanta’s 
opening drive.

This time, however, Ryan
